THROUGHOUT BELGIUM 


Brussels, 
April 
14.—The 
great 
strike of workingmen in Belgium to 
force the government to grant man­ 
hood suffrage began quietly today and 
at nightfall it was estimated that 200- 
000 men throughout the country had 
quit work. This number is 
at 
least 
100,000 short of the Socialist predic­ 
tions, #and the Clerical press is begin­ 
ning io call the move 
a 
“oitiable 
fiasco.” 
Nevertheless the strike has shown 
greater strength than was expected by 
impartial observers and, because of 
the fact that the numbers increased 
as the day advanced, it is generally 
believed the strikers will be reinforc­ 
ed by several thousands tomorrow. 
The strike thus far has been mark­ 
ed by neither disturbances nor any 
special inconveniences to the public. 
The gas, water and street cleaning 
services and the street oars and rail­ 
roads are dn operation as usual, but 
Brussels merchants say trade is at a 
standstill. The city is full of children 
of the provincial strikers, who are 
being cared for by the families of 
Liberals.

s s an ind efen sive outrage on the na­ 
tional hospitality, and affirming the of­ 
ficial residence at Sydney re-establish­ 
ed.
